In the earlier type of direction 
finder, the instrument enabled 
the operator to ascertain that a 
given station was ona line 
ronning (say) due east or west, 
but did not indicate in which of 
two directions it actually lay.

Thate 
was a general system of co-opera- 
tion between manufacturers and 
gbvernmant; by which concerts 
were to ba paid for through rentals 
and licenses for receiving sets. - 

But the officiala’and radio en- 
Rinteers failed to inclnde the real 
fan, the amateur who makes his 
own sot with what ‘litte wires 
and tubes and other pher 
nalia he can collect.’ Setting up 
a monopoly in such a “com 
modity,” it is found, is practical- 
ly impossible. 

So the British have tried to 
solve their problem’ by reducing 
the license fee and trying to 
induce vutsiders to pay the lower 
tolis. That is left altogether to 
the discretion of the outlaw, fans, 
who can’t be 1outed out whatever 
the inducement, end who can go 
on listening in on the broadcast 
concerts. 

‘A similay situation may be ex- 
pected in this country if the prac- 
tice of renting and Heensing radio 
sets is put into effect. In fact, the 
number of outlaw fans would be 
proportionately greater in this 
country than in England, as the 
number of radio fans here is to- 
day. Andin England, the officials 
estimate 200,000 outlaw radio 
sets are in use, 

Leave it to the ingenuity of the 
American amateur to find a way 
out. Hecan built any, kKindofa 
set with the scraps he bas on 
hand, and he can find a way to 
tune in even on the wired form 
of wireless. : 

The result of a monopoly in 
radio broadcasting might be 5 
monopoly in the manufacture 
of radio sets for rental* only. 
But parts would also be built and 
these parts would easily go into 
the individual sets that amateurs 
will put up for their own use. 
How can they be stopped? 

Limitation of manufacture of 
radio sets and parts, and institu- 
tion of a‘fee on the manufacturer 
for each set, might be even a 
better way to collect funds for 
payment to the lecturers, singers 
and others who are asked to 
broadcast their specialties. 
Monopoly of broadcasting: by 
wired wireless—the light ‘and 
power companies--seems to be 
jast as good an answer to the 
problem of broadcasting as has 
been the unsuccessfu! British 
lmonopoly. ” ”

Every “listener-in™ has heard 
the whoops and howls caused by 
by the oscillating valves of 
inexperienced, or thoughtless, 
wireless enthusiasts. _ 

Many complaints have. been 
received by the British Broad- 
casting Company of this misuse 
of“ reaction” in various parts of 
London. The worst offenders, it 
is stated, are in the districts of 
Plumstead and Walthamstow. ° 

Reaction. is of great value in 
wireless reception, but there is no 
excuse for handling itin such a 
way as to interfere with the 
enjoyment of other people. 

An appeal is made by the 
British Broadcasting Company 
that it shall, as far as possible, be 


leliminated. |

ing their Transdtlantic tests they 
were greatly handicapped: by the 
Oscillations set up by amateurs 
who, with two or three value sets, 
were using all reaction possible in 
order to “ pick up” America. °.
